At your request, we have examined thoroughly and in 

detail the roof of the Library, and we would submit 

the following information and proposal for your con—- 
sideration. 


First of all, we would like to make two observations 
which have no relation to our field of activity. We 
are enclosing a sketch of the roof areas which is, I 
believe, self-explanatory. You will note on the 
drawing, that there is a very marked sag in the roof 
where indicated inthe sketch. This is a condition 
which ought to be looked into by a qualified con— 
tractor to determine what means should be used to 
correct this situation which, in our considered opinion, 
ought to be attended to before any serious condition 
is brought about which might require a large expendi- 
ture. There are also three chimneys in the roof area 
which should be re—built. In none of the chimmeys are 
there any flue linings. When these chimneys are re- 
built, they should be through-flashed with copper, and 
our proposal which follows, covers the through flash— 
ing of these chimneys. 


Secondly, may we respectfully call your attention to the 
fact that the tile which is on this roof is a Conasera 
tile which is manufactured by the Ludowici-Celadon Co. 
It is not available today for prompt replacement, al- 
though there is a possibility that the manufacturer 
might be willing to supply the amount required for re— 
placement. In other words, our proposal is contingent 
upon the tile company shipping the estimated require- 
ments of six squares of tile to replace that which is 
broken and not re-useable.

The paper under the tile on the roof of the library, which 
is the only pretection to keep the water ont, has dried ont and become 
spongee, and with the accynmulation of dirt under the tile, cavse leaks 
from time to time, and the building shovld be re-roofed when and if 
labor and material are available. 


To enable you to set up a fund for this purpose, I have consvl- 
ted with two other Companies in order that a figure covld be arrived 
at, this is not intended to be other than an estimate, as no doubt when 
you decide that.type of work you desire, then market will be more stable 
and specifications can be drawn up to be put ont for bids. 


Remove the present tile and put on a first grade slate, with 
new 16 oz copper gutters, conductors, conductor heads and flashings wonld 
cost Three thovsand five hundred dollars ($3500.00) 


To remove the tile and replace those that are good and slate 
a section in rear ont of sight to replace the broken tile, with new 
entters and conductors, and heads and flashing of 16 oz copper, first 
covering the roof with a 65 1b asphalt ‘paper wonld cost abont the same 
as a new slate roof,

While dgrictly under the roof, we noticed light coming in 


under the gutter and on examination found that the copper gutter 
was perforated at junction of the tile, the tile not extending down 
over the gutter. This condition prevails on the four corners and the 
circular section (approximately 160 ft)* We propose to put a copper 
flashing around all gutters, extending same up under the tile and 
down over back of gutter. The joint in gutter at front Pee orwes 
is broken and should be repaired. The conductor at rear east corner 
has a section broken off, this may have been removed to let water 
fhow eet the ground as the footing is _stopped up, if this is the case, 
we would advise extending the pipe to within two feet from the ground 
with a shoe to keep water from washing out the motar. The hinges on th 
the scuttle cover are Anone and should be repaired.
